Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicant's attorney disclosed the differences of the claimed 
microvalve; 1) the microvalve is constructed in a CMOS compatible manner (below 300 degrees F) so that it can be 
integrated into a CMOS integrated circuit and 2) the magnet placement of the claimed microvalve (the magnet is 
attached to the substrate). We discussed several possible amendments to the independent claims; 1) to include that 
the microvalve is in the flow path of a fluid, 2) to include language to articulate that the integrated circuit is a CMOS 
integrated circuit and therefore the valve is CMOS compatible and/or 3) that the magnet is attached directly to the 
substrate (figure 3b). The current claims merely require that a microvalve be placed on the same substrate as an 
integrated circuit. Albrada et al. [US 5,029,805] discloses a microvalve in a fluid flow path and Vaitkus et al. [US 
2006/0044088] teaches the microelectronic devices can be placed on the same substrate as an intgrated circuit. 
Therefore the prior art of record discloses the claimed invention and any amendment to the claims as discussed above 
would require further search and/or consideration.
